White House files 
subpoenaed for 


Ehrlichman trial 


WASHINGTON (UPIl — John D. Ehrlichman has 
subpoenaed the Secret Service for hundreds of Nixon-era White House fUes to use as 
possible evidence in his Watergate cover-up trial 
Ehrlichman s subpoena, served on Secret Service director H. S. Knight, was the 
second major summons his lawyers have issued for the Sept. 30 trial. 


The first was for the testimony of 
former President Richard Nixon, named 
an 
unindicted 
coconspirator in the 
W atergate 
cover-up 
for 
which 
Ehrlichman and five other former aides 
stand accused of criminal charges. 
This subpoena ordered Knight to turn 
over 14 batches of documents to U.S. 
District Court by 10 a m. Sept. 16 
It was issued Aug 29 but not made 
public until Wednesday. Secret Service 
spokesman Jack Warner confirmed it 
had been received. ‘ Our legal counsel is 
reviewing it now," he said 
The actual legal status of Nixon s 
papers, including the files of former 
aides, is unclear. 
President Ford has asked Attorney 
General William B. Sax be for a ruling, 
but in the meantime, the Secret Service 
has locked the papers and Nixon tapes 
not already subpoenaed in a White 
House vault with restricted access. 


Ehrlichmans subpoena covers the 
period between June 17,1972, the date of 
the Watergate bugging arrests, and May 
1, 1973, the day after he resigned along 
with codefendant H R. Haldeman For 
that period, Ehrlichman demands: 
—All his notes of his meetings with 
Nixon. 
—The 
chronological 
file 
of 
his 
correspondence. 


—All his "personal papers" relating to 
the 
Watergate 
burglary 
and 
the 
intelligence-gathering operation at the 
Nixon campaign, 
the activities of 
political saboteur Donald H Segretti, 
the Watergate investigations, and tapes 
relating to the scandal. 
Also subpoenaed were all telephone 
and 
appointment 
logs 
of 
Nixon, 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman for that 
period and "any and all records of any 
person maintained at the White House 
which refer to or relate to the Watergate 
matter." 
The subpoena was seen by some as a 
strategy to delay the trial until the 
custody question was resolved. 
Earlier, his lawyers won a brief 
postponement of the the Elisberg break- 
in trial by subpoenaing White House 
files 
which 
eventually 
were 
ruled 
irrelevant. 
Ehrlichman was convicted in that 
trial and sentenced to 20 months to 5 
years in prison He is appealing. 
Meanwhile, summing up a lawyers' 
agreement, Judge John J. Sirica issued 
a series of procedural orders. 


The 
prosecution 
will 
provide 
transcripts of Nixon tapes that it intends 
to use as evidence to the judge and 
defense lawyers on Sept. 16. Both sides 
will submit their witness lists to Sirica 
by Sept. 23. 


Both sides will meet Sept. 16 to agree 
on 
what 
facts 
can 
be 
stipulated 
—established without evidence. Each 
defendant and his legal team will have 
separate tables in the courtroom and 
office facilities in the court house 


Sirica also ordered prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski to offer a legal brief on his 
authority to call "court witnesses" and 
to let both sides cross-examine.

the request of either the prosecution or 
defense when a witness is expected to 
not be fully cooperative.

Creighton W. Abrams, hero of the Battle 
of the Bulge in World War 11 and leader 
of American troops in the latter days of 
the Vietnam War, will be buried Friday 
at Arlington National Cemetery, not far 
from the Pentagon where he rose to 
become Army chief of staff 
Abrams, 59, died Wednesday at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center following 
complications 
from 
removal 
of 
a 
cancerous lung 12 weeks ago. 


President Ford issued a statement 
calling Abrams "an American hero in 
the best tradition ... a colorful, coura­ 
geous leader who won the admiration 
and respect of enemies as well as allies 
and subordinates."

President 
Nixon, 
in 
a 
statement from San Clemente, Calif , 
said that as commander of U.S. forces in 
Vietnam, Abrams 
managed with rare 
skill in one of the most difficult tasks in 
America s military history " 


Bargaining talks to resume 
in LA rapid transit strike 


LOS ANGELES (UPll — Bargaining 
talks between drivers and the Rapid 
Transit District were to resume Friday 
after an impromptu meeting Wednesday 
that produced optimistic feelings on 
both sides for ending the 25-day-old bus 
strike. 
Supervisor Chairman Kenneth Hahn 
described 
the 
closed «loor 
meeting 
between labor and management as a 
"thawing out" session. He said he 
received reassurances from both sides 
that a new "spirit" of cooperation would 
go into the deadlocked bargaining talks. 


"1 am optimistic," Hahn said. "1 hope 
the strike can be settled by the weekend. 
1 felt a spirit of willingness to give and 
take." 
Hahn said his surprise meeting did not 
go into the specifics of the contract 
negotiations, but rather dealt with the 
urgency of settling the strike. 
"I wanted to give the transit and union 
people a chance to sit across a table and 
get some of the conflicts off their 
chests," he said. 
Both sides agreed to start round-the- 
clock negotiations, Hahn said. 


WASHINGTON (UPh - President 
Ford conducted a pre-summit White 
House meeting of 28 economists today 
and heard a series of gloomy predictions 
of 
stubborn 
inflation 
and 
rising 
unemployment 
awaiting 
America 
throughout this year and 1975. 
Opening the first of 12 conferences 
that will lead to a national summit on 
inflation at the end of this month, Ford 
declared the people of America "are 
sick and tired of having politics played 
with 
their 
pocket books' 
and 
are 
demanding solutions. 
The President remained seated at the 
50-foot, blue-covered conference table in 
the East Room for the next hour 
listening to five economists make their 
forecasts 
Most 
foresaw 
inflation 
continuing, but at a slower rate than its 
current 12 per cent, and an upswing in 
joblessness from its current 5 3 per cent 
to the neighborhood of 6 per cent or 
more. 
The least pessimistic forecast came 
from Alan Greenspan, the business 
economist who was sworn in at the 
White House Wednesday as chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisers. 
Greenspan said the economy was 
healthier than the statistics indicate and 
the chief problem was an inflation 
psychology 
which 
was 
causing 
businessmen to raise their prices and 
labor unions to raise their demands in 
anticipation of a continuation of the 
trend toward higher and higher prices. 


Harvard economist Otto Eckstein said 
a "middling recession" is inevitable and 
the only question remaining is whether 
it would be as bad as the recession of 
1958. He predicted the rate of inflation 
would ease somewhat, flowing to 8 per 
cent by the end of 1975 and perhaps to 6 
per cent by the end of 1976. 
However, Beryl 'Sprinkel, a bank 
economist, said the current decline "has 
been 
too 
brief, 
too 
shallow, 
too 
concentrated" to qualify as a recession. 
Nonetheless, be foresaw a slow growth 
rate for the rest of this year with 
unemployment climbing to 5.75 per cent 
or more. 
David Grove, an economist for the 
IBM Corp., said he was concerned that 
the Federal 
Reserve Board's tight 
money policy had gone as far as it should 
go. “1 am concerned about government 
policy pushing us into a recession," he 
said. 
Ford, 
puffing 
his 
pipe, 
excused 
himself from the meeting after an hour 
so be could attend to other presidential 
duties. He interrupted the proceedings 
at 
one 
point 
to 
underscore 
his 
determination to act "in collaboration 
with our friends around the world" and 
to take no actions in isolation which 
could plunge allies into deeper economic 
troubles. 
Opening the session, Ford urged the 
economists to put aside their usually 
conflicting views as much as possible 
and to come up with practical, workable 
solutions 
to 
the 
common 
"deadly 
enemy" of inflation. 
"The people want right answers —not 
a long list of alternative answers, ’ Ford 
said. 
The meeting was the first of a doxen to 
be 
held 
here 
and 
in 
large cities 
throughout the country leading toward 
the national summit conference on 
inflation in Washington, Sept. 27-28. 
Today's 
session 
brought together 
economists from campuses, businesses, 
hanks and agriculture and unions with 
such widely divergent views as those of 
liberals like Walter W. Heller and John 
Kenneth Galbraith and conservatives 
Milton Friedheim and Alan Greenspan, 
who was sworn in Wednesday as the 
chairman of Ford's Council of Economic 
Advisers. 
Ford planned to go about his business 
today and then meet late this afternoon

their suggestions and their consensus, if 
they are able to reach one 
In his opening remarks, Ford said the 
people of 
America 
are 
demanding 
solutions to the twin and bewildering 
problems of a 12 per cent annual rate of 
inflation and a no-growth economy 
which threatens to dip into a deep 
recession 
The people understand economics 


very, very well and they are sick and 
Ured of having politics played with their 
pocketbooks,’ Ford declared. 
Just before the session began, two 
participants, Friedman and C Jackson 
Grayson, former chairman of the Cost of 
Living Council, repeated their opposi­ 
tion to wage and price controls as a 
solution 
Friedman said the economists at the 
meeting represented three points of 


view —those who favor continuation of 
moderate monetary and fiscal restraint 
and oppose wage and price controls, 
th ose 
who 
think 
tem porary 
unemployment is the worst evil and 
those who favor reimposition of wage 
and price controls 
Basically we have a strong economy, 
(buti we’re suffering from a serious 
disease, 
he said, "That disease is 
inflation. 


Once you get a disease you're going 
to pay a price whether you let it rage 
unchecked or whether you stop it 
Letting it rage unchecked will be far 
more costly than the side effects of the 
cure."

Ford meets with talent scouts 
to replace Nixon hold-overs 


WASHINGTON (UPI l — President Ford meets today 
with his talent scout, former Pennsylvania Gov. Wiilliam W 
Scranton, to look over a long list of candidates to replace 
Nixon administration holdovers. 
White House officials said Ford also has asked other 
members of his administration to be on the lookout for new 
faces to fill some of the expected vacancies in the cabinet 
and the White House hierarchy. 
Ford in a surprise appointment Wednesday named George 
Bush, Republican national chairman, as U.S. envoy to China 
and recommended Mary Louise Smith to take his place. 
Mrs. Smith, who will be 60 Friday, was appointed cochair­ 
man last February after an active political career in her 
native Iowa. She would be the first woman to serve in the 
GOP post. 
Ford also recommended that Richard B. Obenshain, 
chairman of the Virginia Republican Party, succeed Mrs. 
Smith in the No. 2 spot of the party leadership. 
The GOP National Committee has been summoned to a 
meeting Sept. 16 to endorse Ford s recommendations. 
Ford also announced he was nominating economic 
counselor Kenneth Rush to be ambassador to France, 


succeeding John N. Irwin 11. 
He selected former Sen. John Sherman Cooper, R-Ky., to 
be the nation s f irst ambassador to East Germany. 
There was continued speculation that Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright, D-Ark., chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, would be named to succeed Walter 
Annenberg as ambassador to Great Britain. 
Fulbright, currently on a trip to China, was defeated in a 
primary bid for re-election earlier this year. 


White House Press Secretary J. F. ter Horst also signaled 
the imminent return of Gen. Alexander M Haig, White 
House chief of staff, to the military services. 


Haig's name has been submitted to members of NATO for 
approval for the position of supreme allied commander, but 
the selection was reported to have run into opposition from 
the Dutch Foreign Ministry, which feels Haig is too closely 
tied to former President Richard Nixon. 


According to terHorst, Haig "has always felt the Army 
was his home and the Army is the place where be would like 
to return to."

The meeting had been scheduled last 
Monday but Denktash called if off when 
mass Turkish Cypriot graves were 
found. 
The U.N, spokesman said the talks 
were expected to cover the plight of the 
more 
than 
200,000 
refugees, 
the 
exchange of prisoners and hostages and 


the fate of missing persons. 
The government of Cyprus charged 
today that Turkish forces on the war- 
torn island have killed at least 130 


Greek Cypriot civilians behind their 
lines. Turkish Cypriots said there may 
have been a fifth massacre of Turkish 
Cypriot civilians. 


Senators pledge to fight 
inflation through recess

economic programs and that action is 
required now. Ford's aides have said he 
intends to wait until Congress returns 
next year to submit such legislation. 


The senators unanimously approved a 
resolution declaring their full support 


for Ford's efforts to turn the economy 
around and urged him to consider 
"every alternative."

article was written to help the 
first timers understand what 
will happen from 8 a m. to 7 
p.m. at Ryon Part Saturday 
and deals with the actual 
judging of breeds ) 
When the dogs reach the 
conformation 
rings 
to 
be 
judged they are pitted against 
dogs of their own breed The 
classes are divided by sex so 
that dogs compete with dogs 
and 
bitches 
compete 
with 
bitches The classes in which a 
dog may be entered are: 
Puppy dogs 
(six to nine 
months). puppy dogs, nine to 12 
months; 
bred-by-exhibitor 
dogs; American dogs and Open 
dogs 
In some breeds even 
more 
classes 
are 
offered 
because a class may be divided 
by 
color, 
weight 
or 
ear 
characteristics. 
The 
same 
classes are offered for bitches 
The judge of each breed 
compares each dog within a 
class 
to 
the 
standard 
of 
perfection for that breed and 
awards his placements as he 
sees each dog according to the 
standard. After the judge has 
awarded ribbons in class for 
dogs, each first-place winner 
returns to the ring for the 
* winners class 
The judge now selects from 
this class the one dog that in his 
mind most closely meets the 
standard of perfection for the 
breed This clog receives points 
commensurate 
with 
the 
number of dogs of that breed 
beaten that day and according 
to a point schedule set by the 


American Kennel Gub 
If an insufficent number of 
dogs, according to the point 
schedule, are in competition, 
no points will be awarded for 
that sex in the breed The judge 
will then examine all bitches 
and award points in the same 
manner. 
Only the winners dog and the 
winners bitch of those present 
in that breed will receive points 
at a show These two canines 
will compete with those of their 
breed 
that 
have 
earned 
championship titles for the 
distinction of being awarded 
the Best of Breed ribbon 
Only the Best of Breed 
winner can go on to compete in 
the Variety Group competition 
The judge again compares each 
dog and bitch present for Best 
of Breed competition to the 
breed s standard of perfection 
This is the first time that males 
and females will compete with 
one another. 
From these canines the judge 
awards his Best of Breed If the 
Best is a bitch, the other 
bitches leave the ring except 
the winner's bitch for that day. 
The judge awards a Best of 
Winners from both the top dog 
and bitch. Then he selects a 
Best of Opposite Sex to the 
Best of Breed 
A winners dog or bitch that 
has earned points toward a 
championship does not lose 
those points if it does not also 
win the Best of Breed title for 
the day. These two canines 
were competing against non­ 
champions in the classes where 
the points were awarded Only 
champions of record and the 
two 
point 
winners 
may 
compete for Best of Breed 
During the Best of Breed of 
competition, the judge awards 
a 
Best of 
Winners ribbon 
between the winners dog and 
winners bitch. One important 
thing to remember is points are 
awarded 
according 
to 
the 
number of dogs of the breed in 


competition and the number of 
bitches in competition 
There may be, according to 
the number of dogs, two points 
in dogs and three points in 
bitches If the dog is awarded 
Best of Winners, the dog will 
receive the equivalent number 
of points awarded the bitch 
lie does not take points away 
from her as she defeated the 
required number of bitches to 
receive three points, and major 
win This would also give the 
dog a major point win, two of 
which 
are required for a 
championship title. 
After each of the 120 plus 
breeds has been judged for the 
day and the Best of Breed for 
each selected, each of the Best 
of Breed winners will compete 
in the Variety Groups 
The Breeds are divided into 
one of six Variety Groups 
Sporting. 
Hound, 
Working, 
Terrier, Toy and Non-Sporting 
Each Best of Breed winner 
competes within its respective 
Group for first in Group The 
Group judge compares each 
canine to its own standard of 
perfection and awards a first 
through fourth place in Group 
The first-place 
winner is 
again the dog or bitch he feels 
most closely conforms to the 
standard of perfection written 
for that breed 
All animals have dropped out 
of competition at this point 
except for those awarded first- 
place m each of the six Variety 
Groups 
These 
six 
group 
winners now compete under 
the discriminating eye of the 
Best in Show Judge for the top 
award of the day: Best Dog in 
Show 
The same judging process is 
repeated. The canine awarded 
Best in Show is considered the 
dog or bitch most closely 
resembling the perfect animal 
of the breed The Best in Show 
winner has defeated the total 
entry for the day for Best in 
Show honors.

Harmer says he could replace Reinecke

can John L. Harmer says Gov. 
Ronald Reagan has given him

Harmer, the GOP nominee

Reagan made no commitment 
to him. 


Reinecke is scheduled to be 
sentenced Oct. 1 on one count of 
perjury in connection with his 
1972 testimony to a U S Senate 
committee on the ITT antitrust 
settlement case. He previously 
was to have been sentenced 
Aug. 31 but the sentencing 
postponed so the judge could 
review the trial 
If Reinecke is sentenced Oct 
1, his office would be vacant 
until Dec. 31, when the newly 
elected 
lieutenant 
governor 
would takeover. 
Harmer said in an interview 


(with KNTVi 
that he and 
Reagan discussed the Reinecke 
situation but “ neither of us 
came to a conclusion 
" I have the impression, if 1 
wanted it 1 could have it," 
Harmer 
said, 
adding 
"he 
(Reagan i 
never 
committed 
himself to the position." 
Asked if he had described to 
take the post if it became 
vacant, Harmer replied, 
i 
have not ’ 
Harmer, whose campaign is 
suffering from lack of money, 
earlier said his appointment to 


lieutenant governor could give 
his campaign a big boost. But 
he said such an appointment 
also could be open to attack as 
political "wheeling and dea­ 
ling."

OXNARD (U P Ii - A South- 
em California Gas Co. foreman 
was in the process in evacuat­ 
ing residents from an area of a 
gas leak, was killed Wednesday 
in a violent explosion that tore 
through an oceanfront building, 
injuring five other persons 
The dead man, Harold Bangs, 
41, Ventura, was buried in the 
debris of a building containing 
a grocery store and apartment.

A Lompocan in Mongolia

i E ditor s note This is the first of a tw o-part series on the 
trav els of a Lompoc V alley ath lete i 
Benje Williams tour this sum m er of five foreign 
countries in 30 days was not your standard tourist 
package. 
Battling wild shoppers in Moscow., wrestling with 
wiry natives in Mongolia 
pleading with picturesque 
customs agents in Canada .. 
It was all part of an athletic and cultural exchange 
tour sponsored by the Amateur Athletic Union 
Benje is back in town until Sept 22, when he’ll head 
for San Luis Obispo and a wrestling scholarship on the 
nationally-powerful Cal Poly team . 
In the meantime he keeps busy working out daily, 
constructing a 100-gallon tropical fish tank, and, with 
the help of a journal he kept, telling stones of his 
recent trip to anyone willing to listen. 
During the month-long tour, the U.S. team wrestled 
only three matches, all of them in Mongolia (the 
Russians scratched a scheduled m atch). So the team 
had plenty of tim e to sightsee and soak up the various 
cultures

Benje and his team m ates were the first American 
athletes ever to compete in Mongolia, a country of one 
million people, located between Russia and China. 
At

(Capitol 
of 
Mongolia, pop. 300,000), the Americans were picked up 
in limousines and whisked off to the city’s finest hotel 
("... like an oversized Motel 6."). The team was 
treated well. 
"W restling is the national sport in Mongolia," 
Williams relates. "They have cigarettes and candy 
bars with w restlers' pictures on the labels." 
The Americans were scheduled to w restle a 
national team , a provincial (state) team , and then a 
city team from Ulan Bator. 
The matches took place in the Sports Pavilion 
before enthusiastic sell-out crowds of 3,000. Tickets 
for the first match were gone two weeks before the 
Americans arrived despite a national television 
broadcast of the match. 
The pavilion was hot (it was over 100 degrees 
outside), crowded and poorly ventilated. No smoking 
allowed One American fainted during the opening 
ceremonies. 
The Americans fared poorly against the national 
team , losing eight of ten matches. Benje wrestled a

Education, manpower, health, veterans’ 
benefits and income security — all human 
resources programs — topped defense 
outlays in 1971 and now account for 49.8 
per cent, or $15.1 billion, of the 1975 federal 
budget, according to Tax Foundation, Inc.

But committee investigators 
fine toothed Kebozo s hank accounts and 
concluded, 
‘Kebozo 
had 
some 
previously 
undisclosed 
source 
of 
currency from which he drew funds on 
the Presidents behalf 
The money 
went into improvements on Nixon real 
estate. When Kebozo was subpoenaed to 
answer Kalmbach he left the country till 
the committee s life expired Sen Ervin 
turned 
a 
31-page 
enumeration 
of 
conflicts in sworn evidence over to 
Jaworski A local judge has just ordered 
Kebozo s lawyers to surrender their 
record 
We had better wait awhile 
before urging amnesty for the ex 
president 


These matters will be settled one way 
or another by the courts and they are the 
easy part of Watergate. We know what 


to do when a president doesn't pay 
income taxes but we don't know what to 
do when he bombs Cambodia. Two 
months after Nixon took office, in 
March 1969, he started the bombing of 
the neutral country. He didn't tell 
Congress or the public. He kept it up four 
years. 
The alleged 
justification of 
protecting 
Prince 
Sihanouk 
from 
embarrassment clearly ceased when 
Sihanouk was overthrown in March, 
1970. Nixon kept up the bombing as 
commander-in-chief, orchestrating the 
conspiracy of silence to keep the lid on 
the anti war movement. The Pentagon 
knew it, the Cambodians knew it, the 
enemy knew it, the Americans didn t 
know it. In a TV address to the nation 
April 
30, 
1970 
announcing 
the 
"incursion 
into Cambodia, he said 
"Am erican 
policy...has 
been 
to 
scrupulously respect the neutrality of 
the Cambodian people.” This was a lie. 
He said "For five years neither the US 
nor South Vietnam has moved against 
these enemy sanctuaries because we did 
not wish to violate the territory of a 
neutral nation ’ This was a lie. Actually 
3695 B-52 sories were flown, dropping 
105,837 tons of bombs. Secretary of the 
Army Resor went before Congress,

Washington calling

Simmering 
to a boil 


WASHINGTON — Simmering on the 
back burner as the hard pressed cooks in 
the State Department try to get a brief 
end-of summer respite is the Middle 
East stew It will not simmer long; 
events just ahead promise to bring a 
stern confrontation with the delicate 
balance between an uncertain peace and 
still another war. 
A parade of Arab 
foreign ministers has 
just ended with the 
visit of Omar Saqquaf 
of Saudi Arabia. He is 
Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs since 
King Faisal 
retains 
foreign 
of 
the title 
minister 
Next week 
Itzhak Rabin 
comes Prime Minister 
of Israel who will have 
some plain words to convey to President 
(ierald Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. There is the crunch 
with the question hovering in the air as 
to 
what 
concessions 
Rabin s 
government is prepared to make to get 
peace negotiations with 
the 
Arabs 
moving. 
A deep suspicion among those coping 
with a highly volatile condition is that 
Israel 
would 
prefer 
to 
have 
no 
negotiations at all Or at any rate the 
longer the delay the greater likelihood 
that the Israelis can simply stand pat. 
The fact that 
Kissinger announced 
Rabins 
visit 
for early 
September 
caused great annoyance in Jerusalem 
since the hope had been to postpone it 
until November. 
In the gloomy view of responsible 
officials a stand pat position by Israel is 
likely to result in still another war. The 
Israelis are asking for a total of $4 5 
billion in American arms If they get 
that package they will feel they are 
strong enough to win any war with the 
Arabs. 
But those here trying desperately to 
sustain the structure put together so 
painstakingly 
by Kissingers shuttle 
diplomacy believe this is a tragic 
illusion Weapons deployed in Egypt and 
in Syria can wipe out the Jewish state. A 
new war would almost certainly bring a 
confrontation 
between 
the 
two 
superpowers. 
At the same time there is sympathetic 
understanding 
for 
Rabin's position 
Succeeding Golda Meir who held the 
government together if only by the force 
of her remarkable personality, Rabin 
heads a coalition with only 61 votes out 
of the 120 in the Knesset. 
Pressing hard on the right, opposed to 
any compromise is the Likud party with 
38 votes and others in opposition are 
almost as adamant. 
Ambassador to Washington, beginning 
in 1968, Rabin came with a proud 
reputation 
as 
a 
brilliant 
military 
tactician. He is credited with a large 
share of the lightning victory in the 1967 
war. An able, aggressive ambassador, 
be is quite well aware of the relationship 
between the ardent friends of Israel in 
this country and the needs of a nation of 
$3,000,000 living in a sea of more than 
80,000,000 Arabs. 
He surely knows the sensitivity of a 
new President 
who has repeatedly 
proved his friendship for Israel And it 
can hardly have escaped his notice that 
a congressional election is only two 
months away with Republican hopes 
spurred by the Nixon exit. Yet without 
concessions for the return of some of the 
conquered Arab land, negotiation is 
impossible. 
The crux is Syria and the Golan 
Heights. The Jews are saying they will 
not yield an inch of Golan which guards 
important Israeli settlements carved 
out after the 1967 war. When he was here 
last week Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
Khaddam 
in 
his three talks with 
Kissinger made it plain that at least 
token concessions were essential 
Syria is the linchpin. In a Syrian 
conflict with Israel, Kissinger s friend 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt could 
not stay neutral. The whole structure so 
painstakingly put together by Kissinger 
and his chief lieutenant, Joseph Sisco, 
would (all to the ground and with it the 
hope of a peaceful settlement Although 
it has hardly been recognized as such, 
what with the horrors of the Cyprus- 
Turkish-Greek explosion, we have seen, 
in effect, a truce in the Middle East in 
the months since shuttle diplomacy. 
The end of this perilous road is 
unpredictable. 
The 
poison 
of 
the 
Palestinian guerrillas with new acts of 
savagery could tip the balance And all 
the time he is in Washington Prime 
Minister Rabin will of necessity be 
looking over his shoulder at the deep 
divisions in his own troubled land
